a. m. (5:30 a. m. EST). It bore 
he n ame of Von Tirpitz in hon ­ 
or of the m an who n ev er spoke 
of the British ex cept as “th at old 
pirate n ation ” an d who was fam ­ 
ou s in the World war for adv o­ 
catin g su bmarin e warfare. 
Hitler looked on prou dly , his 
lan d raised in the Nazi salu te 
as the ship left the way s. He 
appeared pale, ten se an d some­ 
what preoccu pied. 
Admiral Von Tirpitz’s dau gh- 
er, wife of the former ambassa­ 
dor to Rome, Ulrich v on Rassell 
seemed deeply mov ed as she 
iroke the tradition al bottle of 
champagn e.

Toky o, March 31 (IP)—The Japanese g overnment announced to­ 
day it had assumed jurisdiction over the Spratly islands, which 
France claimed in 1933 and which are of possible strateg ic value 
as a seaplane and submarine base. 
The tiny g roup—247 acres—lies in the South China Sea midway 
between British North Borneo and French Indo-China. Approx ­ 
imately 600 miles from the British naval base, Sing apore, their 
occupation would g ive Japan a*1 
complete ring around the Philip­ 
pines. 
W ith the vChinese Island of 
H ainan, previously occupied by 
the Japanese, the Spratly g roup 
isolates Hong kong , places Japan 
within easy reach of the Dutch 
East Indies and further blocks 
the southern approach to the 
Japanese empire. 
The islands die dead athw art 
seat-lanes 
approaching Japan 
from the south. 
The foreig n office statem ent 
said the islands previously were 
ownerless but th a t Renzo Sawa-

manufacturers. 
Adding to th e confusion among 
importers, wh o suffered drastic 
losses on products from affected 
areas, are day to day ch anges in 
duty rates and regulations gov­ 
erning imports. 
Effects of th e uph eaval, Wil­ 
son said, were felt most keenly in 
th e gift and glassware fields.

Incbme tax collections totaled 
more th an $500,000,000 in March 
wh en first installations were due 
on 19 38 incomes. Th e treasury 
needs $340,000,000 more income 
taxes before June 30 to fill bud­ 
get estimates, and anoth er in­ 
stallment is due June 15. Th e 
treasury expects to exceed its 
goal by nearly $150,000,000. 
Miscellaneous taxes, such as 
th ose on gasoline, liquor and cig­ 
arettes, are running ah ead of 
last y ear and may add anoth er 
$50,000,000 of unforeseen reven­ 
ue.

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“INEQUALITY BEFORE THE LAW” 
A conv incing statement abou t the one-sided­ 
ness of the Wagner act where the emp loy er is 
the innocent v ictim in a clash between warring 
labor factions has been made by the District of 
Colu mbia Cou rt of Ap p eals. The majority of 
the Cou rt are New Deal ap p ointees. 
In the case in q u estion a comp any was solicited 
by both CIO and A. F. of L. The CIO first sou ght 
to get the emp loy er to acknowledge it as the 
collectiv e bargaining rep resentativ e. The com­ 
p any refu sed on the grou nd that the u nion 
did not rep resent a majority . The u nion did not 
see fit to ask the Labor Board for an election. 
Finally the A. F. of L. was asked by all bu t two 
of the emp loy ees for an affiliation certificate. 
This granted, the comp any recognized the A. 
F. df L. u nion and entered into a working con­ 
tract. The CIO continu ed to p icket the p lant. 
It was then that a Federal District Cou rt in­ 
ju nction was obtained against the CIO. Now the 
Ap p ellate Cou rt, finding that ev idence req u ired 
by the Norris-LaGu ardia anti-inju nction act 
was lacking, dissolv es the inju nction. The CIO 
is thu s freed to annoy the emp loy er. The latter 
may not, as the Wagner act has been admin­ 
istered, ap p eal to the Board to determine defi­ 
nitely emp loy ee p reference. Ju stice Harold M. 
Step hens of the Ap p ellate Cou rt is mov ed to 
make this comment: 
“It is clear that in su ch a situ ation there is no 
remedy for the emp loy er u nder the national 
labor relations act. That act makes no p rov ision 
for inv ocation of the election and certification 
p owers of the Board by an emp loy er. The resu lt 
is an ineq u ality before the law as between an 
emp loy er and emp loy ees in this p articu lar, name­ 
ly , that while the emp loy er has a su bstantiv e 
right to carry on his bu siness, he lacks a legal 
remedy for p rotecting the same against inju ry 
throu gh the stru ggle of comp eting u nions, ev en 
thou gh he be indifferent as to the choice of his 
emp loy ees between them, whereas the emp loy ees 
in resp ect of their su bstantiv e rights of self­ 
organization and collectiv e bargaining are af­ 
forded a p rotectiv e remedy u nder the election 
and certification p ower of the Board.” 
What more need, or cou ld, be said on the su b­ 
ject? Su ch ju dicial condemnation shou ld hav e 
weighty influ ence with Congress. 


LIBERTY — AT A DIME A THROW 
Nev er been u p in the head and torch of the 
Statu e of Liberty ? Then y ou ’re ou t of lu ck if 
y ou contemp late it now or, say , when the New 
York World’s Fair is on. For a ride in the ele­ 
v ator will cost y ou a dime, 10 cents, the 10th 
p art of a dollar, as the barkers u sed to p u t it, 
u nless y ou are u nder 16 y ears old and accom­ 
p anied by an adu lt. 
The New Deal may sp end and sp end, bu t “Hon­ 
est Harold,” as Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
is known in Washington when he isn’t referred 
to as “Big Mou th,” ev idently desires to change 
that sobriq u et to “thrifty .” At all ev ents, he is 
establishing a sy stem of small fees for v isitors 
to national p arks, historic bu ildings and mon­ 
u ments designed to p u t them on as nearly a 
self-su staining basis as p ossible. Somehow the 
concep t of the Statu e of Liberty as sign and 
sy mbol of the “land of the free” does not seem 
to jibe with admission fees, althou gh it has al­ 
way s cost the p rice of a boat ride to get to 
Bedloe’s Island. 
The statu e was a gift of the French p eop le, 
bu t' the u p keep of Liberty has been and is a 
charge u p on ou rselv es. The WPA has ju st sp ent 
$258,000 refu rbishing Madam and imp rov ing her 
su rrou nding landscap e. 


SECURITY FOR THE SECURE 
If cu rrent statistics can be believ ed, there 
seems to be something wrong with the social 
secu rity concep t. 
It is rev ealed as a resu lt of a stu dy in New 
York City , for ex amp le, that of some 19,000 com­ 
p ensation insu rance beneficiaries in 1938, at least 
85 p er cent were nev er known to the relief au ­ 
thorities and ap p arently nev er were social p rob­ 
lems. 
In other words, the relief bu rden will not be 
redu ced by p ay ments u nder the social secu rity 
p lan for the simp le reason that the v ast majority 
of thdse enjoy ing the “p rotection” are able and 
willing to care for themselv es. 
Under su ch circu mstances, the gov ernment 
wou ld be ju stified in cu tting down on the em- 
p ioy er-emp loy e tax for social secu rity Instead 
of merely refraining from boosting the “take, 
as Roosev elt has at last adv ocated. Why crea- 
ate a hu ge reserv e fu nd of the ty p e in q u estion 
when its effect u p on any economic emergency 
is going to be p ractically nil?

was a great centu ry , fertile, p ow­ 
erfu l, learned, refined in p arts, 
althou gh in some resp ects it was 
rou gh, v iolent, and seemingly 
coarse. . . . It was an age of 
contrasts, of contrasts in all their 
cru dity , an age of p hilosop hy 
and fanaticism, of scep ticism 
and strong faith. 
Ev ery thing 
was at strife and in collision; 
nothing was blended and u nited. 
Ev ery thing was in ferment; it 
was a p eriod of chaos; ev ery ray 
of light cau sed a storm. It was 
not a gentle age, or one we can 
call an age of light, bu t an age 
of stru ggle and combat. What 
distingu ished 
Montaigne 
and 
made a p henomenon of him was, 
that in su ch an age he shou ld 
hav e p ossessed moderation, cau ­ 
tion, and order.” 


Montaigne was forgetfu l. “The 
p laces I rev isit, and the books I 
read ov er again, alway s smile 
u p on me with a fresh nov elty .” 


Between the notion that we 
can know nothing certainly and 
the fanaticism that we know 
ev ery thing abou t any thing, there 
is the middle grou nd. 
I know certainly that I am sit­ 
ting at the ty p ewriter. Bu t I 
don’t know ev ery thing abou t the 
ty p ewriter, nor do I know ev ery ­ 
thing abou t my self. I know more 
abou t my self, howev er, 
than 
sho uld be printed. I sho uld no t 


Bo rah No t Co ncerned 
Borah, on the other hand, in­ 
sists that while he has no desire 
to 
see 
the 
British 
Emp ire 
stamp ed ou t by Germany , it is 
something abou t 
which 
this 
cou ntry shou ld not lose too 
many nights’ sleep . England, he 
say s, is alway s looking ou t for 
itself and itself only , in sp ite 
of any high sou nding sp eeches 
to the contrary . 
It is a p rop osition which goes 
right to the bed rock of ou r for­ 
eign p olicy . While technically 
this cou ntry has alway s p re­ 
serv ed an ap p earance of keep ing 
hands ou t of other p eop le’s for­ 
eign bu siness u ntil it began af­ 
fecting u s, nev ertheless there 
has been a u nderly ing feeling in 
many q u arters, at p resent ap ­ 
p arently shared by the State De­ 
p artment, that ou r interests lie 
with Britain. 
An ex p osition of that p oint of 
v iew is contained in the ex ceed­ 
ingly discreet book by Hu gh Wil­ 
son, ou r ambassador to Germany 
now residing in the State De­ 
p artment. Wilson said his own 
sentiment before this „ cou ntry 
entered the World War was that 
he wou ld not like to see Ger­ 
many 
cru sh 
England 
and 
France. He said it was a sort of 
instinctiv e feeling, backed by 
the p rosp ect that this cou ntry 
wou ld hav e to rev ise its p osition 


Borah’s Views 
The op p osition p oint of v iew 
aired by Senator Borah in a re­ 
cent sp eech is that England is a 
tru stworthy ally only when her 
own interests hap p en to be fav ­ 
orable to her being tru stworthy . 
Czechoslov akia, rely ing for in­ 
dep endence u p on England, was 
abandoned at Mu nich. Earlier, 
in the first ou tbreak of Jap anese 
and Chinese hostilities in 19 31,^ 
the United States p rop osed to 
take 
an 
affirmativ e 
stand 
against Jap an. England also was 
bou nd by a treaty to disap p rov e 
any change in China’s p osition. 
Yet when Jap an mov ed in, Eng­ 
land refu sed to join the United 
States in bringing p ressu re. She 
left no dou bt that she considered 
Jap anese friendship more im­ 
p ortant than the territorial in­ 
tegrity of China. That is the Bo­ 
rah p osition. 
And the thing has p olitical sig­ 
nificance as well. While ju st at 
p resent there is a p redominant 
p u blic sentiment in fav or^T'* 
lending U. S. su p p ort to the de­ 
mocracies, there are two su b­ 
stantial elements of the p op u la­ 
tion not certain to follow, the 
hu ge midwest German p op u la­ 
tion and the eastern Irish p op u ­ 
lation. 
Those elements may be the de­ 
ciding factor in sev eral imp ort­ 
ant states in 1940. Both sides, 
y ou need not dou bt, are well 
aware of that.

Eg g s and milk for Indiana 
break fast tables are under state 
reg ulation as a result of action 
of this y ear’s leg islature. 
The assembly p assed a “fresh 
eg g law” and ex tended the four- 
y ear old milk control statute 
another two y ears, throug h June, 
1941. 
The eg g act sets up a state 
board to see th a t eg g s sold as 
fresh are really as adv ertised. 
This board is made up o'f fiv e 
members, each of which g ets $8 
a day and trav eling ex p enses. 
One is chosen by the State Poul­ 
try Association of Indiana, Inc., 
and a second by the Indiana 
Farm 
Bureau, 
Inc., 
for 
two 
y ears. The Indiana Retajl Gro­ 
cers and Meat Dealers Associa­ 
tion, Inc., the Indiana Chain 
Store Council and Purdue Uni­ 
v ersity p ick one ap iece to serv e 
three y ears. 
The board, to meet reg ularly 
four times a y ear, sets up g rades 
for fresh eg g s and rules for their 
handling and issues p erm its to 
g rocers and p oultry wholesale 
men handling eg g s. Perm its cost 
$2.50 for a store and $25 for a 
wholesale house. 
An eg g dealer m ust turn ov er 
to a retailer an inv oice with 
each ship m ent of eg g s he sells 
him, 
telling 
the 
g rades and 
quantity of the eg g s, and the re­ 
tailer m ust keep this on file for 
insp ection for 30 day s. 
The director of the Purdue 
Univ ersity ag ricultural ex p eri­ 
m ent station has charg e of the 
eg g control setup . He hires in ­ 
sp ectors and clerks, handles all 
funds and is to p ublish an an ­ 
nual rep ort. 
Insp ectors may candle eg g s in 
stores and the wholesale estab­ 
lishm ents to see w hether they 
are fresh. 
A v iolation is to be 
p unished by a fine of up to $25 
for the first offense and up to 
$50 for each offense after that. 
While 
farm ers 
selling 
eg g s 
from their own flocks are not 
required to buy p erm its or sub­ 
m it to insp ection of their p ro­ 
duce, sp onsors of the leg islation 
p oint out it will affect them 
deep ly because it will keep out 


bad eg g s from other states and 
make for a better m arket. 
The 
milk 
control 
law 
was 
p assed in the first p lace M arch 
12, 1935. 
It was re-enacted in 
1937 for another two y ears. 
A fiv e-man board, including 
the commissioner of ag riculture, 
two rep resenting milk p roduc­ 
ers and two rep resenting dis­ 
tributors, has charg e of adm in­ 
istering the act. 
C. W. Humrickhouse of Indi­ 
anap olis, formerly in the milk 
div ision of the United States 
D ep artm ent of Ag riculture, has 
char£ e of adm inistering this act. 
He has been ex ecutiv e secretary 
of the board — a full time job— 
since the law took effect. 
The object of the statute is 
to reg ulate m arketing of milk 
to assure farm ers a g ood p rice. 
Under it, farm ers who sell their 
milk to consumers and middle­ 
men and dairy comp anies are 
licensed. 
Twenty counties hav e been 


designated 
milk 
marketing 
areas fo r purpo se o f regulatio n. 
Separate prices are set fo r milk 
so ld fo r co nsumptio n and that 
so ld fo r manufacture. 
Humrickho use, co mment i n g 
this week o n the legislature’s en­ 
actment o f the amendment to 
ex tend the law, said the act had 
do ne away with milk price wars 
in Indiana and had no t increas­ 
ed the co st to co nsumers. This 
runs fro m 10 to 12 cents a 
quart.

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‘‘INEQUALITY BEFORE THE LAW” 
A convincing statement about the one-sided­ 
ness of the Wagner act where the employer is 
the innocent victim in a clash between warring 
labor factions has been made by the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals. The majority of 
the Court are New Deal appointees. 
In the case in question a company was solicited 
by both CIO and A. F. of L. The CIO first sought 
to get the employer to acknowledge it as the 
collective bargaining representative. The com­ 
pany refused on the ground that the union 
did not represent a majority. The union did not 
see fit to ask the Labor Board for an election. 
Finally the A. F. of L. was asked by all but two 
of the employees for an affiliation certificate. 
This granted, the company recognized the A. 
F. df L. union and entered into a working con­ 
tract. The CIO continued to picket the plant. 
It was then that a Federal District Court in­ 
junction was obtained against the CIO. Now the 
Appellate Court, finding that evidence required 
by the Norris-LaGuardia anti-injunction act 
was lacking, dissolves the injunction. The CIO 
is thus freed to annoy the employer. The latter 
may not, as the Wagner act has been admin­ 
istered, appeal to the Board to determine defi­ 
nitely employee preference. Justice Harold M. 
Stephens of the Appellate Court is moved to 
make this comment: 
“It is clear that in such a situation there is no 
remedy for the employer under the national 
labor relations act. That act makes no provision 
for invocation of the election and certification 
powers of the Board by an employer. The result 
is an inequality before the law as between an 
employer and employees in this particular, name­ 
ly, that while the employer has a substantive 
right to carry on his business, he lacks a legal 
remedy for protecting the same against injury 
through the struggle of competing unions, even 
though he be indifferent as to the choice of his 
employees between them, whereas the employees 
in respect of their substantive rights of self­ 
organization and collective bargaining are af­ 
forded a protective remedy under the election' 
and certification power of the Board.” 
What more need, or could, be said on the sub­ 
ject? 
Such judicial condemnation should have 
weighty influence with Congress. 


LIBERTY — AT A DIME A THROW 
Never been up in the head and torch of the 
Statue of Liberty? 
Then you’re out of luck if 
you contemplate it now or, say, when the New 
York World’s Fair is on. For a ride in the ele­ 
vator will cost you a dime, 10 cents, the 10th 
part of a dollar, as the barkers used to put it, 
unless you are under 16 years old and accom­ 
panied by an adult. 
The New Deal may spend and spend, but “Hon­ 
est Harold,” as Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
is known in Washington when he isn’t referred 
to as “Big Mouth,” evidently desires to change 
that sobriquet to “thrifty.” At all events, he is 
establishing a system of small fees for visitors 
to national parks, historic buildings and mon­ 
uments designed to put them on as nearly a 
self-sustaining basis as possible. Somehow the 
concept of the Statue of Liberty as sign and 
symbol of the “land of the free” does not seem 
to jibe with admission fees, although it has al­ 
ways cost the price of a boat ride to get to 
Bedloe’s Island. 
The statue was a gift of the French people, 
but' the upkeep of Liberty has been and is a 
charge upon ourselves. The WPA has just spent 
$258 ,000 refurbishing Madam and improving her 
surrounding landscape. 


SECURITY FOR THE SECURE 
If current statistics can be believed, there 
seems to be something wrong with the social 
security concept. 
It is revealed as a result of a study in New 
York City, for example, that of some 19,000 com­ 
pensation insurance beneficiaries in 1938 , at least 
8 5 per cent were never known to the relief au­ 
thorities and apparently never were social prob­ 
lems. 
In other words, the relief burden will not be 
reduced by payments under the social security 
plan for the simple reason that the vast majority 
of those enjoying the “protection” are able and 
willing to care for themselves. 
Under such circumstances, the government 
would be justified in cutting down on the em- 
pioyer-employe tax for social security instead 
of merely refraining from boosting the “take,” 
as Roosevelt has at last advocated. Why crea- 
ate a huge reserve fund of the type in question 
when its effect upon any economic emergency 
is going to be practically nil?

Everything was in ferment; it 
was a period of chaos; every ray 
of light caused a storm. It was 
not a gentle age, or one we can 
call an age of light, but an age 
of struggle and combat. What 
distinguished 
Montaigne 
and 
made a phenomenon of him was, 
that in such an age he should 
have possessed moderation, cau­ 
tion, and order.” 


Montaigne was forgetful. “The 
places I revisit, and the books I 
read over again, always smile 
upon me with a fresh novelty.” 


Between the notion that we 
can know nothing certainly and 
the fanaticism that we know 
everything about anything, there 
is the middle ground.

Borah Not Concerned 


Borah, on the other hand, in­ 
sists that while he has no desire 
to

Borah’s Views 


The opposition point of view 
aired by Senator Borah in a re­ 
cent speech is that England is a 
trustworthy ally only when her 
own interests happen to be fav­ 
orable to her being trustworthy. 
Czechoslovakia, relying for in­ 
dependence upon England, was 
abandoned at Munich. Earlier, 
in the first outbreak of Japanese 
and Chinese hostilities in 1931,/ 
the United States proposed to 
take 
an 
affirmative 
stand 
against Japan. England also was 
bound by a treaty to disapprove 
any change in China’s position. 
Yet when Japan moved in, Engr 
land refused to join the United 
States in bringing pressure. She 
left no doubt that she considered 
Japanese friendship more im­ 
portant than the territorial in­ 
tegrity of China. That is the Bo­ 
rah position. 
And the thing has political sig­ 
nificance as well. While just at 
present there is a predominant 
public sentiment in favor 
lending U. S. support to the de­ 
mocracies, there are two sub­ 
stantial elements of the popula­ 
tion not certain to follow, the 
huge midwest German popula­ 
tion and the eastern Irish popu­ 
lation.

“ The bill pro v ides that in each 
co unty there • is established a 
magistrate’s co urt .and pro v ides 
fo r the appo intment and quali­ 
ficatio ns 
o f 
magistrates 
and 
their terms o f o ffice, co mpensa­ 
tio n, o ath, bo nd and repo rts. 
“ Sectio n fo ur describes the 
jurisdictio n o f these new co urts; 
pro v ides that they shall hav e 
o riginal jurisdictio n in all cases 
o f petty larceny and in all o ther 
v io latio n^ o f the law fo r which 
the penalty canno t ex ceed a fine 
o f $500 o r impriso nment o f six 
mo nths o r bo th, and that such 
co urts shall hav e ex clusiv e o rig­ 
inal 
jurisdictio n 
co ncurrently 
with the circuit, superio r, crim­ 
inal o r municipal co urts, o f all 
misdemeano r v io latio ns o f the 
highway traffic laws o f the state 
and o f all v io latio ns o f traffic 
o rdinances. 
“ It is also pro v ided that fro m 
the beginning o f the terms o f 
magistrates in any co unty , jus­ 
tices o f the peace in such co un­ 
ties shall cease to hav e any jur­ 
isdictio n o v er the v io latio n o f 
the highway traffic laws o f the 
state o r the traffic o rdinances 
o f any to wn o r city , and that 
may o rs o f such co unties shall 
cease to act as judges o f city 
co urts. 
“ Sectio n six pro v ides that the 
pro cedure in magistrates’ co urts 
shall co nfo rm with the pro ced­ 
ure in circuit co urts. It is also 
pro v ided that jury trials shall 
no t 
be 
held 
in 
magistrates’ 
co urts, but that if a jury trial 
is demanded the defendant shall 
be held fo r bail fo r appearance 
befo re so me o ther co urt pro v id­ 
ing jury trial. 
“ Sectio n sev en limits the co sts 
which may be impo sed in cases 
d i s p o s e d o f in magistrates’ 
co urts, as fo llo ws: Co unty do ck­ 
et fee, $5; co unty trial fee, $5 
(o nly if the pro secuting atto rney 
appears and co nducts the trial 
fo r the state); witness fees, pro ­ 
v ided, ho wev er, that no witness
